Laredo. April 24.—Mexican federals this afternoon, 
after blowing up the Unit ;d States consulate and pub­ 
lic buildings in Neuvo Laredo, turned their guns across 
the boundary. At 3 o’clock this afternoon the Mexi­ 
can town was burning in several places. 
All available troops here have been called out. It 
was reported that three persons had been killed. At 
3:15 Neuvo Laredo seemed doomed by fire.

due to the very close confinement, but 
fowls can be handled successfully in 
this v^ay, and the details of this meth­ 
od will be taken up in a later article. 
Ther^ is absolutely no reason why 
fowls will not lay as many eggs and do 
as well in the city as in the country, 
under normal conditions, and it is pos­ 
sible to produce eggs as cheaply one 
place as another, buying the same 
amount of food. 
Fowls kept in confinement are usu­ 
ally more profitable than fowls that 
have free range, all things being con 
sidered. hence the city flock is as well 
off afsT'the country flock. 
City dwell­ 
ers also have the advantage of having 
easy access to sources of cheap feed 
like bakery and hotel 
waste, 
fresh 
bones from the butcher shop. etc. 
The poultry house is one of the most 
important factors to success, aud sue 
cess means many eggs at a low price. 
The house should face in such a way 
that the maximum amount of sunlight 
shines on the floor during the wintei 
months. This means dry, healthy floors 
and freedom from disease and colds 
A house 10x10 .feet will allow suffi­ 
cient floor space for from 
20 to 
3( 
hens, provided the house is kept scru 
pulously clean, and there is an abun­ 
dance of fresh air at all times of day 
or night. Have most of the south side 
of the house either glass or muslin 
sash, and fully half of it should be the 
muslin. 
Avoid cross drafts and keel 
the house as dry and clean and sweet 
smelling qs your own. 
W hat sort of liens shall we use? The 
breed makes 
absolutely 
no 
differ­ 
ence as far as your success 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
All of the Lhsirfess breeds 
are profitable when handled with com­ 
mon sense, and there is a far greater 
difference 
between 
the 
different 
strains and flocks iii the same breed 
or variety than there is between the 
different breeds taken as a whole. 
The owner of the city flock can feed 
his hens at a cost of about a dollar 
each per year. 
His return

should be higher per hen

gets, and an average of a dozen eggs 
per hen per month is not at all out of

handled. 
Figure out the profit on 30 
hens on yqur back lot for yourself. 
It is not necessary or advisable to 
keep a rooster with the city flock, as 
the hens will lay better, if anything, 
without his presence, and you can buy 
your ’young pullets each 
year

about as cheaply as you can raise them 
iii the city.

the biggest objection to city flocks of 
poultry,-namely the rooster’s crowing.

Trench for Heeling In Trees. 


trees remain out of th© ground too 
long, writes W. B. Doddridge of Okla­ 
homa in the Missouri Valley Farmer. 
Trees may be heeled in for a period of 
several weeks or from fall to spring. 
The trench should be on well drained 
ground and should run east and west. 
Pile the earth from the trench on the 
north side and slope the trees to the 
south in laying the root ends In the 
trench. 
First sift some fine earth in 
among the roots so there will be no 
open spaces between them, then cover 
well, leaving no depseesions tor wa­ 
ter to collect about the roots.

The Apostle Peter informs us that 
Jesus has been absent from earth—in 
the heaven—during all the intervening 
time from His ascension to the begin­ 
ning of the times of restitution, His 
kingdom, reign—“whom 
the heaven 
must retaiu until the times of restitu­ 
tion of all things,” etc. (Acts 3:21). 
Since the Scriptures thus teach that 
the object of our Lord’s second advent 
is the restitution of all things, and that 
at the time of His appearing the na­ 
tions are so far from being converted 
as to be angry (Revelation 11:18) and 
in opposition, it must be admitted ei­ 
ther that the church will fail to accom­ 
plish her mission, and that the plan of 
God will be thus far frustrated, or 
else, as the Bible shows, that the con­ 
version of the world in the present age 
was not expected, but that the church’s 
mission has been to preach the Gospel 
in all the world for a witness, and to 
prepare herself under divine direction 
for her great future work. 
God has 
not yet by any means exhausted His 
power for the world s conversion. Nay, 
more: He has not yet even attempted 
the conversion of the world. 
Those 
who claim that Jehovah has been try­ 
ing for six thousand years to convert 
the world, and failing all the time, 
must find it difficult to reconcile such 
views with the Bible assurance that 
all God’s purposes shall be accomplish­ 
ed, arid that His word shall not return 
unto Him void, but shall .prosper in 
the tiling whereto it is s|n t (Isaiah 
55:11). 
The fact that the world has 
not yet been converted, and that the 
knowledge of the Lord has not yet fill­ 
ed the earth, is a proof that God has 
not yet sent His w*ord on that mission.
